tefcfatcs to the brand Lodge A.O. I. W. 


Are Already AsiemMyifig m

J. T. Sanborn, who la an officer of

diseñas the matter. 
The objection urged against the 
classified system was that it puts a 
premium on youth and impo-e* addi­ 
tional burden on the older members. 
The present plan of the level assess 
ment, it was admitted, is not the 
best but the speakers did not think 
the classified system would improve 
it, lacking, as it does, the fraternal 
nature. 
The present plan is that every man 
irrespective of age i* assessed equally. 
The classified system provide^ that 
the older a man grows the greater 
assessment he must pay. 
Those
